GBAND DUKE GEORGE. Od almost to In- 


saniry by nihilistic plots; his wife, the 
C2arinn, was worn out by anxiety and his 
recent sickness; thoro was trouble of some 
kind between the czar and his oldest son, 
tho czarowitz, and before that wns settled 
it was known that Prince George was 
sinking rapidly with consumption. 


George Alexandrovltch, second son of 


Alexander III, was horn April S7, 1371, 
and wn« of delicate physique from t:>o 
first, but ho went through the regular 
naval and military training of Russian 
princes and seemed to havo acquired an 
average degree of health and strength 
when an accident, tbopiirticularsof which 
nro variously related, developed a weak- 
ness of tho chest. Nevertheless he com- 
pleted his education, took a courso in tho 
navy, and it was expected that in duo 
time ho would succeed his uncle, tho 
Grand Duko Alexis, as commander in 
chief of the navy. That branch of tho 
service bums idle, he was mndo colonel of 
the Ninety-third infantry, or Irkutsk regi- 
ment, anil by tho usual courtesy among 
princes held commissions in tho Prussian 
nnd Austrian service. 


In 18SI1 he started with tho czarowitz in 


a Russian ironclad on what was expected 
to bo a tour around tho world. In Japan 
a 'fanatic made an attempt on tho Ufa of 
tho czarowitz, and so the tour was aban- 
doned. In tho Indian ocean Grand Duke 
George fell from a mast and Injured his 
spine. Afterlingcringsomotimcin south- 
ern latitudes ho returned homo a con- 
sumptive, and after many contradictory 
rumors it wns officially announced that ho 
was dying of consumption. 
An imperial 


decree has therefore been issued naming 
Grand Duke Michael as next in succession 
to the cznrowitz.

ELECTRIC HEADLIOI1TS.

Aside from this, he 


thinks electric headlights are a great 
preventive of accidents from head or 
rear collision;. 
Another 
point he 


makes is that, in case of an accident, if 
the electric light can be handled as 
desired, it can be used as a tignal of a 
wreck or trouble of any kind, as, by 
flashing it upon the sky, its reflections 
can be seen by actual experiment ten 
miles. 


RAILWAY CONDUCTORS. 


Observant railroad travelers are some- 


times heard speculating whether per- 
sonal appearance has anything to do 
with the choice of passenger train con- 
ductors. The inquiry grows out of the 
fact that the average passenger con- 
ductor is a man of good appearance and 
good address, and the answer to the 
inquiry is yes 
The brakeman that is 


of loutish, awkward figure or repulsive 
face, no matter how efficient and faith- 


ful, is not likely to be promoted to the 
post of passenger conductor. Freight 
conductors and passenger brakemen 
are in the line of promotion. The man 
that has reached the" post of freight 
conductor does not deem it a promo- 
tion to be made brakeman of a passen- 
ger train and tuoh a trans'er is seldom 
made. The freight conductor usually 
hopes to become a passenger conductor 
and gladly takes advantage of oppor- 
tunities that seem likely to hasten his 
promotion 
lie is sometimes called 


upon to act as conductor for an extra 
passenger train or a Sunday train 
and he cheerfully accepts assignment 
to such duty because it usually means 
that sooner or later promotion will 
come. 


The passenger conductor is the mas- 


ter of his train, subject, of course, to 
telegraphic orders from headquarters. 
Such orders come in duplicate to both 
the conductor and 
engineer. 
The 


orders are, in fact, written in manifold 
so that there shall be no excuse upon 
the face of the order for its being con- 
strued differently by the two men. 
It 


used to be that these orders came to 
the conductor only, and were by him 
communicated lo the enginees, but it 
was found beat to make each responsi- 
ble for the fulfilment of orders 
You 


may see at any railway station a local 
official approach the conductor with a 
manifolded dispatch and then deliver 
itn duplicate to the engineer. In the 
nrjs >nce of orders the conductor's word 
u law. He is responsible for the safety 
of train and passengers, and he it is 
that determines what shall be done 
when an emergency arises. 


The conductor has usually learned in 


the freight service the. rules of the 
road and the physical features of his 
run. These rules are ever present in 
his mind. If he be properly qualified 
for his work, the rule applying to any 
emergency comes uppermost 
along 


with the emergency itself. 
"His quick 


ear recognizes instantly any signal from 
the 
engine, 
and distinguishes the 


whistle given a mile before a station is 
reached from any signal of warning be- 
tween stations. 


Almost all well managed roads re- 


quire their conductors to" wear a uni- 
form and always to be neat in person 
and attire. Intelligently managed rail- 
ways now insist that conductors shall be 
patient, polite and considerate toward 
passengers of every sort, and the old- 
timo martinet who conducted his trail, 
as if the passengers were children or in- 
feriors to be'kept in awe has almost 
disappeared. The conductor now un- 
bends a little, and although in these 
parts still a taciturn man, he no longer 
snubs the innocent questioner 
In the 


south, indeed, the conductor has an en- 
gaging heartiness in his conduct toward 
passengers, and his gallantry toward 
attractive women is a delight to behold 
Almost nobody tips the American rail- 
way conductor, though some foolish 
persona give him cigars. The duties of 
the conductor really leave no room for 
the tip. His relations are with the 
passengers collectively, 
rather 
than 


with the individual. 
Perhaps this ia 


why the American conductor seldom 
acts up to the instructions given the 
French railway employes to be eager to 


mgers, 


conductors receive from 


$85 to $125 a month. Perhaps a few 
receive as much as $150 a month. 
The 


pay is highest on express trains, though 
there seems less/or the conductor to 
do there than on way trains.. The ex- 
press conductor, however, has to know 
all about tickets for all sorts of pur- 
poses, and to be acquainted with a much 
longer run than the conductor of a 
local train. There is a large proportion 
of single men among conductors, and 
many of these men live at hotels. Some 
that are absent from home on alternate 
nights have a Box and Cox arrangement 
for occupying on such nights a room 
that some other conductor occupies on 
other nights. Some railways provide 
apartments tthdfe conductors absent, 
from home 'may loaf and sleep upon 
the payment of a small fee. The con- 
ductor often lives at & travelers' hotel 
near the railway eUtion, and obtains an 
abatement of regular rates in consider- 
ation of the custom that he is able to 
bring to the house. This enable; him 
to live cheaply, and as he usually gets 
bis uniform clothes from a contract 
tailor at low rates, his expenses are 
light. The prudent conductor, there- 
fore, especially if unmarried, is able to 
save a large part of his 'pay, and a con- 
ductor at the end of thirty or thirty' 
five years' service often finds himself 
able to retire with a comfortably in
